2. Give instructien and guidance in the nethodology of this 
production plan to those individuals designated within their oun 
Divisions as psychological intelligence specialists and coordin3tors,. 


3. Review the studies made in accordance with the plan aad oth-r 
O/RE production in the field of Psychological Intelligence.
